Though  theae  goats 
In  India  are  known  to  yield  8  and  10  qnarU  dally,  in  this  country  they  have  not 
equalled  the  Hwlaa  breeds  on  the  average;  »ietr  handsome  appearance  with  their 
varied  colouring  and  abort  coats  makes  them  great  fkvourltee. 

FOUNDATION  •TOOK. 

In  addition  to  providing  daasee  for  registration  of  the  above  three  breeds,  a 
dass  was  also  made  for  Mnbian.  Baanen,  or  Toggenburg  goats  already  in  Canada, 
provided  they  wero  Inspected  by  a  representative  of  Oie  Dominion  Live  Stock 
Commissioner  before  the  end  <rf  1017.  This  class  was  provided  to  take  care  of  the 
many  good  goato  already  In  the  country  which  wero  not  registered,  but  which  wero 
considered  worthy  of  being  registered,  either  on  account  of  their  good  milking 
qualittes  or  of  their  suitability  «s  breeding  animals,  -me  Inspection  was  carried 
out  by  J.  K.  King,  of  the  Sheep  and  Goat  Division  at  Ottowa,  and  resulted  in  about 


200  goats  being  passed  as  worthy  of  registration.  Tlie  animals  thus  passed  will 
form  n  valuable  foundation  from  which  Canadian  breeders  will  be  able  to  breed  up 
and  the  progeny  of  these  goats  when  bred  to  purebred  bucks  will  be  duly  registered' 
Ponndatlon-stock  goats  are  distmgulshed  by  the  metal  tag  In  their  left  ears,  with 
the  letters  F.S.  before  the  numbers.  It  should  be  distinctly  understood  that  the 
fonndaUon-stock  class  was  limited  to  those  animals  Inspected  by  Mr.  King  before 
the  end  of  1017.  and  that  no  other  animals  will  be  recorded  In  this  class. 

TINTATIVE  STANDARDS. 
The  following  standards  of  excellence  are  put  forward  In  a  purely  tentative 
form  to  give  breeders  some  idea  of  the  desired  type  and  as  a  basis  for  more  deflnite 
and  exact  standards  which  will  be  drawn  np  when  more  experience  has  been  gained 
from  breeding  In  this  country:—

HOUSINQ. 
Goats  do  not  require  anything  elaborate  In  the  way  of  housing,  but  the  buildings 
abould  be  anug  and  comfortable,  free  from  draughts  and  raln-proof.  yet  light  and 
well  ventilated.    During  the  spring,  summer,  and  fall.  In  the  Coast  District  at  least, 
K*  f^w'  T      ^"'•'••"y  »«>'•"•  *«  "*">""»  outdoors  altogether,  but  In  winter  they 
Should  be  kept  Indoors  at  night,  and  during  the  day  also  unless  the  weather  Is  fine. 
The  goats  should  be  able  to  get  Into  their  house  or  nnder  shelter  during  rain.    Vor  a 
few  goats  the  simplest  style  of  building  U  a  plain  shed-roof  house,  something  like  a 
poultry  colony  house.    There  should  be  ample  room  for  the  attendant  to  move  around 
Too  many  people  think  they  can  Jam  goats  into  small  bouses  lit  onlv  for  rabbits     A 
houw  10  X  8  feet,  with  a  height  of  e  feet  at  the  back  and  7  or  8  feet  in  front.  Is  ample 
for  four  or  live  goats,  and  will  allow  room  also  for  a  loi»e-box  or  feed  stora» 
Three  goats  can  be  comfortably  kept  in  a  bouse  6x8  feet. 

There  are  several  different  methods  of  fixing  the  goats  in  the  house  all  of  wbich 
have  their  good  and  bad  points.  The  main  thing  is  to  give  the  goat  all  possibae 
wwifort  and  yet  avoid  waste  in  feeding  hay,  etc.  Stalls  with  a  manger  and  feed- 
ra<*  above  are  largely  used.  These  stalls  need  be  no  more  than  20  to  24  inches  wide 
and  the  goat  should  be  tied  by  a  short  chain  to  the  manger,  the  chain  being  free  to' 
slip  up  and  down  an  iron  rod  or  strong  wire  fixed  verOcally.  Instead  of  the  manger 
and  rack  some  breeders  have  boxes  about  30  Inches  hig^  by  about  20  inches  square

Utha,  laid  %  Inch  apart  acrow  1x3  Inch,  spaced  12  Inches  apart,  are  amply  strong 
enoagh.  Straw  or  other  litter  may  be  used,  but  goats  frequently  scrape  It  away,  and 
perwrnally  I  bare  not  found  It  necessary  and  the  goats  keep  cleaner  without  It. 

FCEDINa 

In  feeding,  the  nature  of  the  goat  U  to  broww.  as  distinguished  from  that  of 
sheep,  which  Is  to  grase,  and  goats  must  hare  Tarlety.  They  do  not  thrive  so  well 
when  kept  on  one  feed  for  any  length  of  time,  preferring,  when  possible,  to  nibble 
here  and  there  at  as  many  varieties  of  vegetation  as  they  can.  Leaves  of  all  kinds, 
broom,  salal,  wild  berries,  and  practically  all  kinds  of  bnish  are  relished  by  them,  aa 
well  as  grass  and  most  weeds;  they  will  also  eat  the  young  shoots  of  bradcen  and  of 
coniferous  trees,  and  In  winter  will  eat  frwHy  of  the  latter,  and  bark  tb«  young 
branches  as  well. 

OoaU  may  either  be  allowed  their  liberty  In  a  fenced  brush  pasture  or  tethered 
out.  but  In  the  latter  case  they  should  be  moved  to  a  fresh  ^wt  twice  during  the  day.

Grata  may  be  aapi>lled  ta  tbe  form  of  oata,  cracked  com  or  commeal.  bran. 
•horta.  dried  brawar'e  grataa,  etc,  witb  aodi  eoneentratea  aa  llnaaed,  eoeoannt,  or 
aoy4iean  meal.  Soma  iwafer  to  feed  motat  maabaa,  but  It  la  a  qneatloo  If  tbIa  la  any 
adrantaga,  and  fcadlng  dry  aavea  trouble.  Aa  to  qnaatltlea  to  feed,  two  to  tbrea 
baadfuia  of  grata  wItb  im»  of  bran,  or  occaalonally  llnaaed  or  otber  meal,  twice  a 
day,  la  ample  for  a  goat  ta  milk  wbtch  la  receiving  bay  and  route.  Ilta  tbe  feeda 
differently  aa  modi  aa  poaalMe  to  giro  Tarlety,  preaerrlng  a  proper  proportion,  of 
coarae,  between  tbe  different  elemenu  required  for  milk  production  and  bodily 
nourlabmant 

Frertj,  clean  water  aboald  be  within  reaeb  or  offered  twice  dally,  and  rock  salt 
aboald  alwaya  be  arallable. 

TKTHIRINO, 
Where  It  Is  Impoeslble  to  allow  goaU  to  run  at  large  or  within  an  encloeure.  they 
■hould  be  tetbered,  and  aome  claim  they  do  better  thua,  became  they  are.  aa  It  were, 
tied  down  to  tbeir  feed  and  do  not  waite  time  and  energy  wandering  around. 
Probably  the  safeat  tetbw  la  a  light  cow-chain,  not  leaa  than  20  feet  long,  and 
provided  with  awlrela  at  each  end  and  In  tbe  middle  to  pre  rent  twisting.  Care 
should  be  taken  to  see  that  the  goat  la  not  tetbered  where  the  dialn  la  likely  to  get 
tangled  around  routs  and  brush,  because  it  does  not  take  long  for  a  goat  to  get 
hopelessly  tied  up  ta  such  a  place,  and  many  have  been  strangled  In  this  way.  Tbe 
goat  should  be  visited  twice  or  thrice  during  the  day  to  see  tbat  It  la  all  right 

FENCINa 
Contrary  to  poputar  belief,  milk  goats  are  unable  to  clear  a  «-foot  /ence  at  a 
bound,  and  a  4-  to  Moot  fence  is  suffldent  to  restrain  them,  but  It  must  be  a  tight, 
upright  fence;  chlcken-wlre  or  light  poultry-fencing  Is  good  enough,  except  for  bucks, 
or  a  fence  made  of  rails  laid  horlaonUlly  between  uprights.  There  should  not  be 
any  stumps  or  rocks  near  the  fence  from  which  the  goata  could  take  off.  A  anake 
fence  Is  no  good,  because  It  affords  too  many  footholda  for  tbe  goat  to  climb  over. 

QENCRAL  CARE. 

People  wUo  are  not  prepared  to  give  their  goata  some  little  attention  bad  better 
not  keep  them.  When  they  are  kept  ta  an  artificial  or,  to  them,  unnatural  atate,  it 
Is  necessary  to  spend  a  little  time  on  them  to  keep  them  In  good  condition.  Th.  y 
should  be  groomed  regularly,  dally  If  possible,  with  a  currycomb  or  dandy-bruab, 
and  their  hooves  should  be  trimmed  once  a  month  or  so ;  the  overgrowtag  hoof  should 
bo  cut  down  till  almost  level  with  the  pad;  a  knife  or  pmning-sheara  will  do  for 
this.  This  la  such  a  simple  thing  to  do  that  there  is  no  excuse  for  the  way  in  which 
It  la  neglected  by  tbe  majority  ot  goat-keepers.  If  not  cut  back  tbe  overgrowing  hoof 
causes  lameneas  and  foot-rot. 

Twice  yearly,  In  apring  and  fall,  goats  should  be  dipped  In  some  good  sbeep^ip 
to  kill  lice.    If  diluting  is  impracticable,  tbe  dip  aboald  be  aK>lled  to  the  coat  and

aeece.  So  that,  although  mohair  Is  worth  n  .re  per  pound  than  wool,  the  fleece 
Drmga  on  the  average  not  much  more  than  a  wool  fleece. 

It  win  be  readily  wen.  therefore,  that  cultivated  farms  are  the  place  for  sUeen 
while  Angora.  And  their  place  on  wild  and  uncultivated  brush  land. 

ANQORA  QOATS  AS  BRUSH-KILLERS. 

In  many  parts  of  the  United  States  Angoras  are  used  primarily  for  keeping  down 
brush^rood  growth.  On  logged-off  lands  the  young  growth  starts  up  very  quickly 
and  80<,a  the  land  la  little  better  than  before  for  agricultural  purpoees.  If  however 
.1  sufficient  number  of  Angora  goats  are  turned  on  to  the  brush,  they  will  kUl  off 
all  but  the  largest  saplings  by  persistent  browsing  on  the  foliage  and  bark,  and 
^wrt  tiie  useless  brush  into  mohair  and  mutton-or  venison,  as  some  prefer  to 

At  the  s.inie  time  the  land  will  be  enriched  by  their  droppings,  and  In  the  moist 
section,  gran,  and  clover  will  come  In  to  take  the  place  of  the  brurti.  Goat,  will 
not  kill  out  grass,  as  sheep  are  apt  to  do  If  the  grass  la  limited.  Goats  are  browsers 
by  nature,  while  sheep  are  grazers. 

Goat,  are  In  a  clasa  by  themselves  as  weed  and  brush  destroyers.  They  will  eat 
most  of  the  common  weeds.  Including  thistles,  and  their  diet  of  browse  Includes  the 
following:  Oak.  cedar,  buck-brush,  briers,  elders,  grape-vine,  ash,  sycamore,  baas- 
wood,  hickory,  baiel,  willow,  maple,  ro.e-bu.h,  crab-apple,  flr,  pine,  cawara,  cherry 
alder,  aalal,  poplar,  elm,  wild  plum,  and  Mge-bru.h.

Goats  prefer  almost  any  kind  of  brush  to  grass.  Nevertheless  they  will  subsist 
on  grass,  and  in  some  parts  of  the  United  States  large  flocks  are  thus  fed  on  the 
range.  The  flavour  of  venison  Is  Imparted  to  the  mutton  by  the  browse  eaten. 
Oraas-fed  Angora  mutton  does  not  have  this  flavour.

Oat- 
straw  and  dow  or  alfalfa  hay  are  good,  ajhey  will  require  rery  little  grain  or 
water.  The  grain  should  be  fed  before  and  after  kidaiug.  The  water  and  liay 
supplied  must  be  perftetly  dean  and  unaolled  by  trampling,  etc.,  or  these  fastidious 
anhnals  wUl  refuse  It  Winter  feeding  la  dieapened  by  cutting  down  high  trees  for 
the  goats  to  browse  on. 

Ooats  require  access  to  a  Imap  <rf  rock  salt  at  all  times,  unless  they  can  cet 
salt  water,  as  on  the  Coast.
